NEW YORK, July 12 (INS)—Baseball should do something 


about tne Chinese homers which are making life miserable for the 


pitchers, spoiling @all games. and chéapening the pastime. 


The club owners thought they

in Pittsburgh. Instead, they ac- 
tually took a lot of the old-time 
skills out of the game. 

A generation ago Ty Cobb led 
the/American League in homers. 
And how many do you suppose he 
made? Nine. That’s right. Nine. 
The home run king of the Na- 
tional League the same year was 
Red Murray of the Giants who hit 
only seven. 

And Then Home Run Baker. 
And why do you suppose Home 
Run Frank Baker j nee his title? Be- 
cause he led the Am League 
for four straight years in round 
trippers. And what do* you sup- 
pose were his totals for those 
years? Nine, 10, 12 and 8. 

A player had to be a real slug- 
ger to get a homer in those days. 
But nowadays any puny .126 hit- 
ter can get them 

Perhaps you doubt that. If so, 
just take a look at the records 
and you will find that with the 


season only half gone some 200 
players in the majors have at least 
one homer to their credit.. 

Any player who can't hit more 
homers than Cobb, Murray and 
Baker did to lead their leagues 
must be anemic. 

The ball was livened to help 
Babe Ruth who needed no help 
in hitting them out of the lot. He 
probably could have hit homers 
if the ball had been made of lead. 
But when the ball was jacked 
up players -who normally could 
not have hit the fence with two 
drives laid end to end began to 
hit over the fence.

Temporary Snag. 

Adding to this feeling was the 
temporary snag the Reds threw 
into the talks today by barring 
20 Allied newspaper men from 
going to Kaesong. Gen. Matthew 


B. Ridgway, supreme Allied com- 
mander, said the talks have been 
broken off temporarily because 
Allied reporters were not allowed 
to pass a Communist roadblock. 


Washington authorities empha- 
sized that nothing has been 
agreed on so far except some pro- 
cedures for future meetings, that 
the Communists are already fix- 
ing their negofiating position by 
public statements and that mean- 
while the military buildup in the 
field continues. 


State Department authorities 
have been most deeply disturbed 
by the Pyongyang and Peiping 
radio broadcasts of a three-point 
demand for a cease-fire agree- 
ment which the Red’ negotiators 
assertedly introduced at Kaesong. 


The terms thus presented call 
for a buffer zone on the thirty- 
eighth parallel, re-establishment 
of the conditions existing just be- 
fore the war started ithe division 
of Korea) and withdrawal of all 
“foreign troops.”

Senators Douglas of Illinois and Lodge of 
Massachusetts oppose a Korean truce at the 
thirty-eighth parallel.‘ Both say, the United 
Nations troops should go on fighting until they 
have established a line 100 miles farther north 
and so brought most of Korea under their 
control. | 

Senator -Lodge fears that a Korean truce 
might be merely an effort to throw the West 
off guard for a Communist attack on Europe. 

“If they were planning an attack in Europe 
or to move Chinese Communist troops against 
Indochina,” says Lodge, “the cease-fire move 
would be just the sort of thing they would at- 
tempt.” - 

A few months ago the prevailing theory was 
that if the Russians planned aggression else- 
where, they Id surely seek to have. their 


satellites keep American forces pinned down in 


Korea. Now we have Senator Lodge taking a 
directly opposite line. : 

The Senator, like others in Washington, may 
justifiably fear that a truce might cause a let- 
down in American defense efforts, but that is 
quite a different matter from his opposition to 
peace as such. It is up to him and other Wash- 
ington leaders to prevent the letdown, not to 
prevent the peace. 

Senator Douglas opposes a cease-fire now on 
the ground that the Communists would adver- 
tise it as a victory*for them. Is American policy 
then to be determined by the Communist propa- 
ganda line? Must the United Nations, having 
prevented the Communists from establishing 
forcible dominion over all of Korea, now insist 
on establishing its own forcible dominion over 
most of Korea, in order to claim a victory? 

Fortunately most Americans disagree with 
Senators Lodge and Douglas. Most Americans 
still believe, we hope, that peace as such, peace 
in its own right, has some moral value—and 
that when it can be obtained without the sacri- 
fice of vital principle, this is the policy to which 
the United States is precommitted. 
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Spot Industry, Spot Targets 

The Defense Production Administration re- 
ports a definite shift of defense plants to less 
populous areas. This spreading out of industry 
ought to be a major objective of rearmament, 
yet it has been largely neglected. 

A House subcommittee recently reported that 
the Government had granted more than six 
billion dollars in tax write-offs meant to en- 
courage defense plant expansion. Yet dispersal 
was hardly considered in this effort. The com- 
mittee told of one company in an industry 80 
per cent concentrated within a 10-mile radius. 
This company wanted to build a plant else- 
where but was given the lowest tax benefit. 

That is poor federal policy. Naturally, when 
the Government wants quick arms production, 
it cannot encourage established industry to fly 
to the four winds. But neither should it en- 
courage the lumping together of new plants 
like peas in a pod. Concentrated industry means 
concentrated targets in wartime, and in time of 
peace it leaves under-developed economic areas. 

No doubt the -DPA’s new report of larger 
capital investments in the West and South is 
an answer to congressional criticism. But the 


dispersal so far effected is relatively slight. — 


What it does indicate is a new governmental 
awareness that this is a big country, with wide 
open spaces for industrial development.

E Tie-up Between Dope and Crime

g N JUNE 1948, a man named 


James Buchanan, 24 years old, 

married and a father of three 
children, was arrested in Cleve- 
land for the murder of a 60-year- - 
old East Cleveland widow. He 
admitted the crime. 

Buchanan then confessed he had 
participated, during the previous 
six months, in brutal attacks on 
16 women; for the purpose of rob- 
bing them of their money. He 
stated he needed money to buy

to commit such crimes he forti- 
fied himself with marijuana. 

The official summary above is 
one that is repeated hundreds of 
times on police “blotters” across 
the nation.

day, with military service. 


The existence of the letters, 
which give a clear and accurate 
acccount of life in St. Louis al- 
most 100 years ago, came as a 
surprise to the writer’s grandson 
and namesake, George Ratazzi of 
3635A Marceline terrace. Ratazzi, 
a route foreman for the Bailey 
Farm Dairy Co., received a call 
from the American Red Cross 
one day inquiring if he had a 
relative in Frankfurt - Hoechst, 
Germany, with the somewhat in- 
congruous name of Heinrich Ra- 
tazzi. George replied that to 
the best of his knowledge all of 
his forebears. had come - from 
Italy, and that he knew of no 
living European relatives. 


The: Red Cross, however, an- 
swered Heinrich’s inquiry and 
gave him Ratazzi’s St. Louis ad- 
dress. The first letter from Frank- 
furt proved. beyond a doubt that 
the writer, a retired chemical en- 
gineer, was George Ratazzi’s sec- 
ond cousin. It also revealed that, 
unknown to George, his ancestors 
had emigrated into Germany from 
Italy; his grandfather had left 
Germany in 1854 and, upon his 
arrival in St. Louis, had written 
many letters home, all of which 
had been kept. After an exchange 
of correspondence, they were for- 
warded to George Ratazzi and 


were translated by C. J. Duesing — 


The 
excerpts give a revealing insight 
into the life of our city a century 
ago.

‘6 PRIL 15, 1855. We hope 


you received my letter, 


> mailed in New York City 
on Jan. 27. We left New York 
on Jan. 30 and arrived here on 


Feb. 13. .In New York we were . 


told our voyage across the Big 
Water was made in fast time— 


_ Dec. 26 to Jan. 27, only one day 


more than a month. But our train 


trip to St. Louis was a little slow- . 


er than usyal—because snow made 
the road bed unsafe, no doubt. 


“For two weeks I could find no 
work because I could not speak 
English, but then I managed to 
get a job in a machine shop. I 
earn $8 a week. When I can speak 
the language of this country and 
prove that I am not afraid of hard 
work, I have been promised $12 
and perhaps even more. 


“St. Louis is a very nice and 
busy town, with many fine large 
business houses and beautiful 
residences. I judge it to be about 
five times bigger than Frankfurt.” 


(The city census for the follow-— 


ing year, 1856, gave the popula- 
tion of St. Louis as “over 
122,000.’’) 

“The great river on which our 
city lies, the Mississippi, I am told

are selling their farms to get big- 
ger ones further west. 

“There are also wonderful op- 
portunities to puy small retail 
stores. Then all the work to be 
had on the river hauling freight! 
Every wagon is drawn by mules 
(some horses, too,) and the own- 
er-driver-freight handler earns 
four juicy American dollars a 
day! Right now there are over 
1500 such freight haulers work- 
ing every day on the river front. 
Many, many more are needed. 
Think it over. 

“I get along well with my fam- 
ily, wife and two children (and 
listen, soon. there will be an 
American) on $3 per week. I am 
saving $5 every week. Of course 
I had.to give up wine drinking. 
Costs too much; fifty cents a bot- 
tle. The beer is very good, but I 
don‘t have to spend money for 
beer because I often visit my 
brother-in-law, John Busch, in 
the brewery malt house where he 
works, and there we drink all we 
ean hold.” 4

ATAZZI apparently was 
anxious to share the good 
American life with his friends 
and relatives; He continued to 


urge them to come to this country . 


in his next letter. 

“May 8, 1856. First, our dear 
little American’s name is Frances, 
and we are all well. “ell by 
friend Peter that he can earn 
35 to 50 American dollars per 
month. as a watchmaker here. 
Room and board costs $10 per 
month. I am sorry;to hear your 
harvest was so poor. Ours here 
was again excellent. Corn is al- 
ways the biggest crop ard sells 
for 40 cents a bushel. Wheat is 
also a main crop and sells for 
$1.40 a bushel. Rye is not raised 


is the longest river in the world. -much and costs $1.75 a bushel. 


The people here just call it ‘the 
river.’ You see, I am studying 
English, my new language, very 
hard so I can earn more money 
and get ahead. The river is not 
quite so broad as the Rhine, but 
much deeper and carries huge 
freight ships and steamers. Over 
100 ships stop here.” : 

“ The immigrant apparently was 
as impressed with American 
standards of living as are tife dis- 
placed persons-who recently have 
found a haven in this country. He 
continues: 

“Living here is better than in 
Frankfurt—meat at every meal! 
Meat is surprisingly cheap here. 
A cut of beef costs only ten 
cents per pound, but pork is. even 
cheaper. Slaughtered hogs are on 
sale by the hundred. I bought a 
whole hog at four cents per 
pound. Potatoes, however—in fact, 
all vegetables—are far higher 
here because there are not 
enough good gardeners or farm- 
ers. I tell you, the farmers here 
are all mighty well fixed. I wish 
one of you would come over so we 
could buy a farm together. One 
hundred, acres with implements, 
Aorses, cattle, pigs and chickens 
can be bought for 2000 American 
dollars, because right now many 


Beef eight cents a pound, pork 
six cents, mutton seven cents, veal 
12 cents, butter 15 cents, eggs 
10 cents or more according to 
the season and weather. These 
prices are from today’s market 
report. ‘ 

“We had a very severe winter 
here; snows three feet deep. The 
river ‘was frozen solid. To give 
you an idea how deep down it 
was frozen, it carried a fire en- 
gine drawn by etght horses, 
bought in Cincinnati. About a 
dozen steamboats were frozen in 
our river front. The whole town 
was on that river. Dances were 
held on it, bowling alleys were 
set up and the beer and liquor 
flowed to warm body and soul. 
When thawing began, dynamite 
was used to save the boats, but 
10 of them were crushed. Right 


now, as I read today in our paper, ° 


124 steamboats are tied up here. 

“Oh, -yes, it will interest you 
to learn that my older brother- 
in-law has opened a brewery; the 
Busch Brewery in Jefferson City.” 

“November, 1857. On Oct. 7 
we kad a very severe earthquake 
here about 4:30 a.m. There was 
a great noise and everything in 
the house and the house itself 
shook. At five o’clock came an-

other quake, not as violent as 
the first. I was told that the 
whole. city was badly shaken, and 
that many thought and feared it 
was the End of Everything.” 
(Records show that this was the 
most severe quake felt in the area 
since 1811.)

I am working 
Min a big machine shop 
where they make farm 
implements. I now earn the good, 
round sum of two dollars per day. 
When I set up these machines on 
a farm I earn. even more.” 
“Oct., 1858. Now as to news 
from our well-beloved home city. 
We had this year a most terrific 


flood, surmounting our big and~ 


high levee here and covering cel- 
lars and streets so that boats be- 
came necessary to rescue people 
and merchandise. 

“Also we had an. awful fire 
here in which 40 lives were lost. 
It was our finest hotel that 
burned down, even though the 
city recently acquired séven more 
huge steam fire engines and also 
a separate fire telegraph system 
has been installed which instant- 
ly signals to every engine house 
the exact location of every fire.” 

(This was the Pacific Hotel fire 
which occurred early in the 
morning. of Feb. 20. The hotel, 
located: on the northeast corner 
of Seventh and Poplar streets, 
opposite the Missouri Pacific pas- 
senger depot, drew many of its 
patrons from travelers. The ex- 
act number of lives lost could 
not be determined, as all records 
were destroyed in the holocaust, 
but conservative estimates placed 
the figure at not less than 30. 
In addition, many survivors were 
badly crippled when they jumped 
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from the windows to escape the . 


flames.) 
Ratazzi’s next letter starts off 
on a note of civic pride. 
“October, 1860.:My last letters 
contained only family news, and 
so I now want to tell you news 
of our home city. We just held 
here a great civic celebration 
called the St. Louis Exposition 


of Arts, Sciences, Manufacturing. 
-and Husbandry. To describe it to 


you in all its grandeur, all the 
variety of things to see, admire 
and wonder at would require 
writing that is beyond me. 

“IT am now a maintenance man 
at the huge local Busch Brewery. 
We supplied the Exposition with 
the best beer made anywhere, 
and that includes Germany, I can 
tell you. Our brewery competed 
with another brewery and, of 
course, we won First Prize plus 
a Blue Ribbon. The cash prize, 
$1000, our. brewery divided 
among us employes. 

“Right now there is an epi- 
demic of fires here, every day 
six to eight. Arson is suspected, 
but proof has not yet been dis- 
covered. 

“Also, we are now having a 
severe financial crisis. All the 
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money is paper currency, issued 
mainly by private banks and sal- 
aried workers are refusing to ac- 
cept it. A few great business 
houses and quite a large num- 
ber of/smaller firms which had 
all their assets in this paper 
money are in difficulty, but it is 
said the worst is about over. 

“As every good citizen should 
do, I volunteered for the Army 
but after a few months I was 
mustered out and am back at 
work, happy to earn my $15 per 
week regularly. But any time my 
new and beloved Fatherland 
needs me, I shall again volun- 
teer.” . 

There is no evidence that 
George Ratazzi was ever recalled 
to service. No accurate informa- 
tion is available as to his activi- 
ties after the period in which 
these letters were written, but 
his grandson estimates that he 
lived only about 10 more years 
to enjoy the life in the country 
he had learned to love so well.

' Prospects did not Ipok good to 
declarer. Dummy’s only strength . 
was quite unreachable because of 
South’s void; and the opponents 
would scarcely be accommodating 
enough to lead clubs on their own 
hook, Thus, it seemed all toa 
likely that- South would come out 
with four losers—three hearts 
and the spade ace. There was no 
sense in returning a heart im- 
mediately; even if East did not 
lead a trump, dummy’s _ lone 
trump was too low for a ruffer. 

Probably hoping against hdpe, 
South laid down the spade king. 
West took the trick and exited 
with the jack of diamonds. De- 
clarer won, drew the outstanding 
trumps and cashed his other dia- 
monds, but all in vain. East did 
not let go any high hearts—his 
only hope was that West’s lead 
had been a singleton—and so de- 
clarer finally had to surrender. 

Now to get back to the “simple 
arithmetic” we mentioned orig- 
inally. Barring not-to-be-expect- 
ed help from the enemy, South 
could count that he would end 


. up a trick short of his contract, 


with only five spades, one heart 
and three diamonds. So he should 
have tried a different formula! 
With West marked with the sin- 
gleton heart, South should have 
led only three high trumps, 
cashed all his diamond honors, 
and then should have made West’ 
a present of a second trump trick 
by throwing him in with the 
deuce of trumps! 

By giving up this second trump 
trick unnecessarily, South would . 
save three tricks in hearts and 
make an overtrick!

OU either have to love wash- 

ing clothes or have an awful 

lot of them to be able to wear 
white all year around. The same 
more or less holds true of white 
houses. In the country they are 
fine but in the city where soot 
and miscellaneous dirt are flying 
about, a white house gets into the 
Same general class with white 
elephants. They aren’t too prac- 
tical. Grey, brown, red or any 
dark color that doesn’t show dirt 
easily would be a lot better. 


There are also a lot of special 
spots around a house where light 
colored paints don’t do very well. 
Trying to keep white outside 
doors white with children and 
dogs around is just about impos- 
sible. It’s even tough with just 
adults. A darker colored paint 
in these spots will save you a lot 
of unnecessary scrubbing and 
painting and will look okay. 


Stair and step risers should 
never be painted white because 
no matter how careful you are, 
‘someone is bound to scuff them 
by striking them with the toe of 
a shoe when climbing up or with 
the heel when coming down. And, 
of course, the treads themselves 
should always be a dark color so 
as not to show footprints. 


Interior trim becomes soiled 
by hands and by dust and soot.

é6 HY is one of our boys 
W afraid of everything and 
the other afraid of noth- 

ing? We- have done everything 
we know to do to instill courage 


‘jn this boy but so far without 


success. He is in good health, the 
doctors say. The teacher says he 
does average work. The thing 
that bothers us most is refusal to 
play with other children, al- 
though he wants to. They know 
he is afraid and they bully him 
and make his life a misery. What 
makes him afraid?” 

I wish I knew. Even the child 
does not know. Parents of such 
children have to feel their way 
toward helping them. If they 
show a definite fear, that is, if 
they are afraid of dogs, of the 
dark, of strangers, we have some- 
thing to work on and we. can 
generally help them to overcome 
the fear by making the unfami- 
liar common to their experience. 
We do this very gradually, very 
patiently, until the child learns 
he has nothing to fear from 
these experiences.

IT IS when they are filled with 


fear of everything, of life in gen- 
eral, that we are at a standstill. 


This child draws back from any - 


experience, even familiar ones, 
and gets into a panic when. con- 
fronted by a strange experience, 
These children are rare, fortu- 
nately, but as each one of them 
suffers acutely it is important 
that we struggle to meet their 
difficulty, get what help we can 
from the experts and follow their 
directions meticulously. 

Faith in God is about the best 
cure for such fear that can be 
found. Teach a child that faith, 
bolster his courage with the texts 
that tell of His help, and the 
child has something to-strengthen 
him.
